Kirby Page's exordium in your issue of April 5, on the 
Socialist program of deliverance would be highly entertaining 
if one could only forget that Socialism in Europe is now the 
last bulwark of Capitalism against Communism, and could take 
seriously the wails of the ex-small Capitalists in their fury 
at being betrayed. Most Socialists, like most single taxers, 
seem to prefer mouthing a slogan to achieving an end. 

May I ask though, why as a good Christian, Kirby Page sug¬ 
gests buying land values, including of course sub-surface minerals, 
oils, etc., and why does he play the Capitalist game in suggesting 
that payments for these values created by Cod Almighty should be 
paid by income taxes and inheritance taxes, if he believes that 
Rthe earth is the Lord's and the fullness thereof"? Mr. Page's 
failure to suggest remotely even / that he knows there is a land 
problem puts him in the class of befuddled thinkers whose futility 
ie daily demonstrated. Of his fifteen points only a few can 
correctly be classified as Socialism, though by labelling them 
this the carrying out of such a program is indefinitely delayed; 
but why does he advocate taxing the city/rictlme of special privi¬ 
lege to subsidize the rural victims of o«yprrHlege? 

A 

As a matter of tactics also, we might as well face the fact 
that there will be no large reduction in tariffs in America until 
we settle the land problem correctly, patents, and credit, and 
transportation. Nor is there any probability that we shall materi¬ 
ally reduce our armed forces until American thieves of great wealth 
and most of them of very high piety, are compelled to give up the 
natural resources they have stolen abroad^through bribery of legis¬ 
lative bodies, and similar obtuse methods. Clear thinking is not 
entirely inappropriate, even if the Administration is unable to lead 
the way in this respect. 

Socialism is "Public ownership and democratic control of all 
means of production, distribution, and exchange". Whether that is 
going to work out remains to be seen, nor is it necessary to end 
involuntary poverty.

My dear Mr. Page: 

I’have decided to wrote to you on a personal 
matter.Because of your articles in this periodical 
I feel you you would be able to advise me. 

Since 1926 my wife and I hfttL been missionaries 
under the United Christian Missionary Society,(Dis¬ 
ciples of Christ), We were three years in Porto Rico 
and have been in Central Mexico since. While home on 
our furlough I came to the conclusion that I ought to 
continue my studies along*social lines rather than 
in sttictly Biblical work,(Ihad been four years'at 
California Christian College, graduating in 1926). 

With the consent of the Board. I studied at the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California, taking most of my work 
in the department of Sociology of which Dr. Emory 
Bogardus is President, My three years in Porto Rico 
ppovided material for th 'M.A. thesis so I was able 
to graduate the same year. A portion of my thesis 
appeared'in the May-June number of Sociology and Social 
Research, The thesis was based up6n a study of the 
rural-social needs of that island. T v oped to re¬ 

turn there but eh nges occured during our absence from 
the field: the Board then asked'us to consider rural 
field service in Central Mexico. We consented hoping 
that here we would be able to find the way for a life 
work among the rural peoples. Unfortunately, all the 
data regarding this field was not given us before we 
left the States, The missionaries were rfitfided as to 
what our work should be. Two months later was the Con¬ 
vention of the Mexican workers and during it a violent 
repulsion was manifested against all the missionaries, 
complete independence was demanded of the Board in the 
form of an organization in which none of the missionaries 
would participate. These developm nts along with otheis 
since that time, astonished us greatly as we had no 
foreword of any spirit of this nature existing on the 
field. Rather, we were made to understand that these 
same workers were anxious for aur cooperation as it was 
on that basis we accepted the new call from the Board. 

Under these conditions which T have mentioned to¬ 
gether with the misunderstanding among the missionaries 
as to what our own work was to be- the outcome had been 
that I hove been teaching in our school here, building 
a social program for the young men of the city and in- 
general taking charge of all social service activities. 
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Teaching English classes and the like was not 
my work hut I did my best to fit in and make a go 
of this department. The social work developed until 
I persuaded the others to the need of having a Mexican 
tike charge where I believed I had gone as far as possible 
as a foreigner. Francisco'Gaona came to work with’me. 

He graduated from the Y.M.C.A, College in Chicago, He 
stayed a year but proved to be too radical in his ideas 
for the peace of the missionaries and the local pastor* 
The, strained feelings grew so when our last cut came in 
. - e budget from the Boards he and I came to an agreement 
tha.t the best thing to do under the circumstances was to 
leave. To make matters short in this letter to you- 
a fter so many difficulties and conflicts not to mention 
the non-cooperative attitude of most of our ministers! 
the closing of the doors to rural-sicial work for which 
we believed ourselves especially prepared; and continual 
r quests to the Board for an opportunity to do a creative 
work here met by evasions.we finally decided to send in 
our resignation to take place soon after the school year 
closes in July. 

This is, perhaps, an unpropitious time to he making 
a change. But I have faith in the future and in myself* 

My wife is'a trined nurse with considerable practical 
experience. We have three small children, one to five in 
agss. For some t^me we have been thinking of sea.rch.ing 
out the possibilities of the ministry in those industrial 
centers where a midister must come to grips with the stiff 
social problems of the community and’where he must know 
how to work with foreign settlements, I think our training 
has provided us with just that kind of preparation. Be¬ 
fore going into missionary service, I worked for several 
months in the Juvenile Hall of Eos Angeles as Senior ' 
Attendant; I worked as Boys’ Secretary in the Y.M.C.A, 
both in San Diego and in an industrial district of Lns 
Angeles; While in College I directed the social and 
religious ctivities in the Japanese Christian Institute 
and at the Hollywood Christian Church; the first two 
years of College life waa?e supported by working' s,s a 
factory hand part time and in the Summer months. Both 
my wife and I were active in Student Christian work in 
the Universities of Southern Ciifornia, I write of these 
detals so as to give some idea of my training, and that 
of my wife.

A 3 you have doubtless noticed in' the current issue of The 
World Tomorrow, Mr. MacLeod is returning topteva Scotia to establish a 
workers' school. We are deeply impressed with the tplmendous need and 
unbounded opportunities before him in this ft glfl. As a native 
Canadian, he is returning to the region in which his boyhood was 
spent. In Nova Scotia there are about 12,000 miners - some 8,000 of 
whom are in Cape Breton where he is establishing the workers' school. 

The purpose of the school will be to train workers for 
more effective leadership in the working class movement - in their 
unions and on the political front; to enable them to gain a greater 
consciousness of their task and a proper understanding of their objec¬ 
tives. It will not be merely an academic institution, but when 
neoessary its personnel will participate actively in demonstrations, 
oampaigns, and strikes, and will cooperate with other workers organi¬ 
zations, cultural and industrial, in helping to form study circles, 
forums, and workers' libraries in surrounding communities. The plan 
is to rent a farm just outside the mining area and use it as a resi¬ 
dential base for groups of workers for periods of eight or ten weeks. 
No tuition fee will be charged, and members of the staff will serve 
without salary. The students will work a oertain number of hours 
dally in return for food and lodging. 

The amount of money that will be required to launch and 
sustain this school will at the beginning have to oome almost entirely 
from outside that area beoause of the utterly Impoverished oondit-ion 
of the workers. It is estimated that about $3,000 will be required 
for the first year. The undersigned are gladly appealing to a group 
of friends to participate In this extremely important enterprise, and 
we earnestly hope that you will agree to make a monthly contribution 
to the Nova Sootia Workers' School under Mr. MacLeod's able leadership 
Please sign the enclosed card and return it to Professor King Gordon, 
United Theological College, Montreal, or to Kirby Page, 52 Vanderbilt 
Avenue, New York City, at your earliest convenience.

I do not think, however, 
that tne/that you and A,J, are doing will take the place of 
the Socialist Party nor can It ever become' an effective third 
political party. A.J, is a valuable man but probebly works 
best in single harness and he may find difficulty in uniting 
Brookwood or any other institution* It is worth trying but 
he can probably never unite the Cosnmmiata and Sooialista* 

X had a good talk with Hathaway, the Hew York Comnunist leader* 
about this* By all means, stand for a united movement in Ohio 
but do not let your movement degenerate into a fifth wheel 
competing split away from the socialist Party on political 
issues where in political natters 1 think you should stand 
by some existing party* 

X am forwarding your letter to Kirby to look 

over.

I went up yesterday to see Coffin, He was very sym¬ 
pathetic and cordial but pointed out three difficulties with regard 
to vjan Dusen going to Chind. For one thing, he has taken more time 
off than any two men in Union and the Board and faculty would be 
loath to release him exoept for some most imperative call. Second, 
Coffin goes on his Sabbatical year January 1934 and Van Dusen becomes 
Acting President of Union and would have to be in New York at Christmas 
time which would mean that he could not be in China during December and 
it would cut him out of a month of the campaign. Third, he has family 
difficulties and Coffin thinks he ought not to leave his wife and child 
during that period. 


Mth regard to Reinie, Coffin thinks that it would be 
very difficult to translate his abstract, philosophical style and that 
no one knows where he stands, having swung to the left in his justifi¬ 
cation of violence. Personally, I would trust Eeinie and after talking 
the thing through with him very thoroughly in the autumn if R e inie 
himself felt he had a clear message for the Communists, I would be 
willing myself to risk him. He is such a superb Christian, his in¬ 
tellect is of such, an unusual quality, of high integrity, that I would 
trust him to the limit after a clear understanding with him. 

In view of the difficulty with regard to both of these 
men, it has occurred to me that Henry Crane might be the best man in 
sight in America, As you know, he is a brilliant orator. His style 
is so clear and concrete that it would be easily translatable. He 
would win the Christians, the missionaries, and the colleges in which 
he spoke. He would be very amenable, teachable, humble and once a 
policy was agreed upon as to our attitude toward Communism, he would 
teach this line and would be a safe man. If I remember rightly, he 
was called to the Shanghai American Church where he made an unusually 
favorable impression. 


What would you think of Henry Crane as a possibility? 
You had better send your reply to Toynbee Hall as we are sailing on 
Saturday,

Dear Kirby: 

Before Mr, Eddy sailed I had a talk with him about certain 
persons and organizations to whom he gives a portion of his budget 
in support of their work, such as the Kngawa Fund, Socialist Party, 

Arnold Johnson, Y.M.C.A. and World Tomorrow. 

He naturally expects to continue his pledge to you or to 
the World Tomorrow of $5,000 for the year 1933-34, payable quarterly, 
in advance, from September 1, 1933, or as permitted by the state of 
his finances, I shall expect, therefore, -^o remit the first quarter 
to you on that date, if all goes well. But I may as well be frank with 
you. Our finances right now are in a pretty dreary condition. Contributions 
this year have been few and far between as you know, and Mrs, Blaine has not 
yet met any part of her 1933 pledge to ^r« Eddy's work although she has 
promised Mr. Eddy she would remit on four different occasions, I have 
written her again in my name at Mr. Eddy’s suggestion presenting , I think, 
a good case, and I hope she will come through soon. If she doesn't - then 
we shall all suffer together, I fear. 

So far it has been possible to keep up with our budget as laid 
out last January, by a rigid adherence to economy and considerable cutting 
of corners, I do hope we can continue to do so. But after laying the facts 
before Mr. Eddy and realizing that anything may happen between now and September 
1st I thought it only fair to warn you so that you would not make too many plans 
for the full quarter's payment in advance. Of course, if Mrs. Blaine comes through 
I will advise you promptly.
